In the gossip about the City Hall result- 
ing from the exploitation of the fact that 
the Joseph P. Whyte Real Estate Co., of 
which Harbor Commissfoner Whyte is 
president, recently sold two pieces of real 
estate to the city, it is said that Mr. Whyte 
is tired of his official position and would 
like to retire. 

Friends of Mr. Whyte say he never de- 
sired the position of harbor commissioner, 
and accepted it only to oblige his personal 
friend, Mayor Wells. 

They point out that as the head of the 
realty firm and temporary president of an- 
other company, Mr. Whyte has a great 
deal of business to care for, and for that 
reason had no desire to become a city 
official. 

When Mayor Wells took office the first 
person he called upon to assist him in the 
conduct of the municipal government was 
Mr. Whyte, who had for many years been 
his real estate agent. 

Mr. Whyte acted temporarily as private 
secretary until Mr. McConkey’s appoint- 
ment. Then the mayor made him license 
commissioner. When Harbor Commission- 
er Alt died about a year and a half ago 
the mayor asked Mr. Whyte to take the 
place, and he did so, resigning as license 
commissioner. 


Has Told the Mayor 
He Would Like to Quit. 


Since then, Mr. Whyte's friends say, he 
has more than once told the mayor that 
he would like to quit and devote all his 
time to his real estate and other interests, 
but the mayor has declined to listen to the 
suggestion. 

Mr. Whyte has at all time been a strong 
advocate of the mayor’s wishes in munici- 
pal legislation and this has gained him, in 
a way, the dislike of other persons whose 
interests clash with the mayor's plans. 

The resolution of Councilman Newell, di- 
recting an investigation of all city offi- 
cials to see whether they devoted all the 
time required by the law to the business 
of the city, was, it is said, aimed partly 
at Mr. Whyte. 

Mr. Whyte knew this, and the knowledge 
made him less enthusiastic about continu- 
ing in the office. Now the fight being 
made by the attorneys of the United He- 
brew Association is said to have disgusted 
him with the harbor commissioner job. 

It is not likely that he will resign at 
once, his friends say, as that would look 
like he was retiring under fire. 

Mr. Whyte maintains that he has vio- 
lated no law. The Joseph P. Whyte Real 
Estate Co. and Joseph P. Whyte are not 
identical, he holds. Mr. Whyte’'s position 
is that he is simply a member and officer 
of the and that the company is 
not prohibited from earning commissions 
because of municipal connections its presi- 
dent may happen to have.

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MAYOR HARRISON’S. ARREST 


The arrest of Mayor Harrison of Chicago brings up the is- 
sue of official responsibility in a way which should compel an 
answer. 

Mr. Harrison, being the highest public official in Chicago, 
is responsible, politically, at least, for the administration of 
public business. He is answerable to the people for the mis 
conduct of his appointees, the continuance of his public life 
depending upon the will of the voters, who will judge him by 
the general character of his administration. 

It is now proposed to make an issue of his personal liability 
for the negligence of his appointees. Did he appoint the men 
best fitted for the prescribed duties? Did he consider experi- 
ence, character, intelligence when he filled the public offices? 
Or did he act in obedience to the requirements of the “ma- 
chine ?” 

Whatever action the grandjury may take, a tightening of 
responsibility must follow. An official should hold himself re- 
sponsible for the acts of his own appointees and there should 
be some way to make him feel, directly and personally, the 
public displeasure at any failure on his part to get the best 
men.

Back ‘to the Mattress Go One Hun-

One hundred guests of Doyle's hotel, 
Broadway and Morgan street, were aroused 
from their sleep at 2 o'clock Tuesday 
morning by smoke which poured into the 
sleeping rooms from below.

These were 
blocked by the ice in the pipes connecting 
with the boller. The force of the steam 
caused the explosion, which wrecked the 
range, broke the kitchen windows and 
made a hole in the door and one in the 
ceiling. Mrs. Jewett groped her way to the 
door and made her way out before she was 
struck by flying cooking utensils. 

Mrs. Jewett had a plumber visit her house 
and talked with him about the best meth- 
od of keeping pipes from freezing. He ad- 
vised her to turn the faucets on and let 
the water run all night. She did so, but 
when the cook went to the kitchen Tuesday 
morning she found long icicles hanging 
from the water pipes and no way of getting 
water.

TO GIAL'S SLAYER 


The Man Who Murdered Miss Scha- 
fer, Indiana School Teacher, 
Had Red Mustache 


HAIRS IN CLINCHED FINGERS 


Detectives Seem Baffled in Their 
Search and Are Making No 
Progress in the Case 


Special] to the Post-Dispatch. 

BEDFORD, Ind., Jan. 27.—The mystery 
attending the murder of Miss Sarah Scha- 
fer, the High School teacher, is denser 
than ever. A 6core of theories and clews 
have run out into nothing. Two of the 
cleverest detectives in the country, John 
J. Halpin, formerly chief of detectives of 
Chicago, and former Chief of Police Hagar 
of Louisville, Ky., who made a reputation 
as an astute detective, confess themselves 
wholly in the dark as to the personality of 
the murderer. 

Hagar has gone back to Louisville. Hal- 
pin is still working on the case, bit says 
he has almost reached the limit of his re- 
sources in the unraveling of clews. Mayor 
Smith~has instructed him to continue his 
investigations. 

While the case has received the attention 
of scores of amateur sleuths, these two 
eminent detectives, called here by the city 
authorities, were expected to speedily lay 
bare all the motives leading to the murder 
and discover the murderer. 

There is only one clew left that may pro- 
duce results. When the body of Miss Scha- 


close observers noticed in her clinched fin- 
gers two or three red hairs, about an inch 
and a half long. 

On closer examination several] other sim- 
ilar hairs were found on the sleeve of her 
jacket. 

Two or three of these hairs, which were 
of the texture and length grown in a 
mustache, still retained on their ends sacs 
or foliicl showing that they had been 
pulled from the skin. This is the clew on 
which Elalpin and the amateurs are now 
working. Halpin is convinced that the 
+ gia of Miss Shaefer wore a red mus- 
tache. 

The tramp, Boyle, in jail at Blooming- 
ton suspected of the crime, has a red mus 
tuche. He has not made any statement of 
his whereabouts prior to the murd¢. Miss 
Schafer was murdered in the alley in 
which her body was found and tnere can 
be no doubt but she struggled desperately 
from the time she left the street until she 
was struck senseless: Her hairpins and 
hatpins were scattered all along the way. 
Few persons think a tramp committed the 
crime. 

She was killed with a quarter of a vitri- 
fied brick, probably wrapped in a handker- 
chief. Four blows were struck and the 
imprint of the size and shape of the piece 
of brick were left on her ekeull and scalp. 
Two blows crushed in the left side of her 
head, one shattered her skull on the right 
side above the ear and the fourth-tore the 
scalp above the nape of her neck. 

The evidence is positive as the piece of 
brick was found near the scene of the mur- 
der and it fitted the indentations in the 
erushed frontal] bone. 

The board of\inguiry which met Monday 
entirely exonerated Joseph He.tger, Jr., of 
any complicity in the crime. Heitger 
proved a complete alibi. Memorial service 
for Miss Schafer were held in the high 
school yesterday, which were attended by 
all the city officials and the town at large. 

Those most concerned in solving the mys- 
tery do not agree as to how Miss Schafer 
met her death. Some of them rely upon 
the story of Albert Deich, the merchant. 
who testifies he saw a couple answering toe 
description of the much-wanted mysterious 
stranger in the long black coat and Miss 
Schafer near the corner of Fourteenth and 


| M streets about the time the marder is said 


to have occurred. They believe Miss Scha- 
and 
whose odious attentions she wanted to be 


freed from. and that in the face of desper- 


ate chances she was running, she weopees 
ing 
a final understanding. They point out that 


,in that frame of mind she might without 


noticing have walked from L and Four- 
teenth to M and back again, and then 
down L to the fatal allev. when she might 
have gone home by a shorter route. 

If Miss Schafer was the woman with the 
man in the long coat Deich saw, then why 
she should take a circuitous route home 
with a quarrelsome and odious suitor when 
she could have reached home by walking 
one block north on M street. L and M are 
two of the most popular streets in Bed- 


| ford, 
| Deich saw the mysterious couple of whom 


and it was nothing unusual that 


he testifies. Still the fact that no outcry 
was heard between 6:30 and 7 last Thursday 
night by people living in the neighborhood 
of the L street alley is regarded as con- 
vincing evidence that the murderer was 
not unknown to Miss Schafer. 


Sheriff Smith said today that his theory 


|of the murder is that it was committed by 


an insane man. He said: 

“It is my theory. that the man concealed 
himself behind a tree in front of the Cook 
residence, and that when Miss Schafer ap- 
vwroached he grabbed her. I believe that if 
this was a fact Miss Schaefer would have 
turned Into the alley to escape. 

“The theory is that when she started to 
Tun, he grabbed her by the hair, and some 
of the hairpins which were found fn the 
‘alley were jerked out. Miss Schafer might 
have carried her umbrella down the alley 
and struggled to free herself, while he 
held her mouth to prevent an outcry. 

“It do not believe that any sane man 
would have taken the risk of committing a 
murder at that hour of the evening when 
the Cook residence is so close.” 

The indication that the person or persons 
who killed Miss Schafer made a second 
visit to the buggy shed to make sure of 
the death of their victim furnishes little 
evidence for a clew to the motive. That a 
second visit was made was evidenced. by 
the fact that the body as found was not 
in the same condition as it lay while the 
gaping wounds in her head spilled forth 
the egirl’s lifeblood. The pool of blood was 
found near the center of the shed, while 
the girl's head lay tn the doorway when 
the body was found. 

It is not thought possible that the gir! 
could have revived suffic'ently from the 
first attack to have arisen and staggere:| 
to another position. for the reason that 
her clothes were sa2div disheveled when the 
body was found. Had she arisen and fallen 
the skirt of her dress would have lain more 
smoothly.
